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Coffee,  Conversation  &  Company 

Coffeehouses  provide  a  place  for  escape,  camaraderie,  reflection 


Coffee  hasn’t  always  been  hip;  it 
used  to  be  something  that  only 
older  people  drank  in  the  morning 
or  after  dinner.  Coffee  was  bland  yet 
bitter  and,  well,  kind  of  boring. 

Yet  coffee  also  had  a  bad  reputation. 
People  concerned  with  living  healthy 
lifestyles  questioned  the  wisdom  of  com 
suming  caffeinated  beverages. 

Today,  however,  the  once  generic 
drink  has  emerged  as  the  “wine  of  the 
nineties,”  according 
to  author  and  coffee 
connoisseur  Corby 
Kummer.  The  rea¬ 
son?  Maybe  it’s 
expert  medical  data 
proving  that  coffee  is 
not  linked  to  coro¬ 
nary  heart  disease  in 
women,  nor  does  it 
cause  cancer.  Maybe 
^  it’s  the  hit  television 
sitcoms  Frasier  and 
Friends,  whose  char¬ 
acters  hang  out  in 
famous  coffee  shops, 
sipping  cappuccino 
and  munching  bis- 
cotti.  Or  maybe  it’s  simply  the  avail¬ 
ably  of  a  finer  cup  of  coffee  that  is 
made  from  high  quality  beans. 

“The  coffee  shop  is  America’s  back- 
fence  hangout  again — only  this  time 
coffee  is  an  attraction,  not  an  occupa¬ 
tional  hazard,”  notes  Kummer  in  a 
recent  issue  of  Travel  Holiday.  “It  is 
also  the  grand  hotel  lobby  of  times  past, 
where  one  could*  read,  meet  friends,  and 
watch  the  world  go  by.” 

It’s  true.  Coffeehouses  are  popping 
up  everywhere.  What  started  in  Seattle 
in  the  ’70s  with  Starbucks  and  hit  the 
west  coast  in  the  ’80s  has  swept  the  east 
-  coast  and  everywhere  in  between.  Diane 
Daggatt,  a  coffee  industry  analyst  with 
Dain  Bosworth  in  Seattle,  estimates  that 
there  will  be  10,000  coffeehouses  in  the 
United  States  by  the  turn  of  the  century. 
There  are  3,000  currently. 

It’s  become  difficult  for  analysts  to

keep  up  with  this  booming  market. 

From  movie  theaters  to  bookstores,  fast 
food  restaurants  to  specialty  coffee  bars, 
you  can  easily  find  your  favorite  cup  of 
espresso,  foamy  cappuccino,  or  creamy 
latte.  And,  whether  your  taste  is  for  a 
homey  neighborhood  cafe,  a  high-style 
downtown  brasserie,  or  a  philosophical 
hang-out  dear  a  college,  there’s  a  cof¬ 
feehouse  for  everyone. 

College  towns  are  often  the  sites  of 
coffeehouses  catering 
to  different  groups  of 
students.  For  some 
Thetas,  coffee  shops 
are  a  big  hit  whether 
they  go  to  drink  cof¬ 
fee  or  just  to  gather 
with  their  friends. 
Danielle  Coffer, 
Epsilon  Chi/Guelph, 
drinks  approximately 
one  cup  of  decaf¬ 
feinated  or  herbal  tea 
per  month,  but  she 
still  frequents  the 
campus  coffeehouse. 
“Coffeehouses  pro¬ 
vide  a  relaxing  atmos¬ 
phere  for  people  to  get  together.  Even 
though  I  do  not  drink  coffee,  I  still 
enj°y  going  with  my  friends  for  a  hot 
chocolate  or  ice  tea  and  dessert.” 

Jen  Wieczorek,  Upsilon/Minnesota, 
likes  espresso  royale  or  caribou.  “I 
enjoy  the  atmosphere  as  well  as  the  cof- 
,  fee/tea.  Coffee  shops  on  our.campus  are 
popular.”  > 

Members  of  the  Alpha  Chapter  at 
DePauw  gather  at  the  Paradox  Cafe  near 
campus.  Kimberly  Svenson  and  Karyn 
Emison  prefer  decaf  or  freshly  brewed 
tea  over  coffee.  “I  do  think  the  fad  of 
coffee  shops  is  back  in  with  young 
adults.  It’s  a  place  to  relax-,”  Emison 
says. 

On  the  Tulsa  campus,  there  is  a  cof¬ 
fee  shop,  but  Gamma  Tau  member 
Jennifer  Thompson  notes  that  it  is  not 
conducive  to  hanging  out.  “I  don't  think 
that  Friends  has  made  coffee  shops 
more  popular.  I  just  think  everyone  else 
realized-  that  people  do  hang  out  in  cof¬ 
fee  shops.”

For  Tara  VanOrden,  Beta  Mu/Nevada, 
finding  a  place  near  campus  that  is  not  a 
bar  or  a  haven  for  smokers  is  difficult 
yet  desirable.  “A  nice,  clean  atmosphere 
would  be  great,"  she  notes. 

Two  college  students,  members  of 
Delta  Sigma  Pi  Fraternity,  recently 
branched  out  into  a  high-tech  version  of 
the  coffee  business,  “The  Coffeehouse 
of  the  Future,”  on  the  Internet.  Trt  the 
Summer  1996  issue  of  The  Deltasig .  the 
entrepreneurs  were  quoted  as  saying. 
“We  decided  to  have  our  virtual  coffee¬ 
house  as  a  service  to  the 'World  Wide 
Web  community.  We  found  that  a  local 
coffeehouse  really  is  a  microcosm  of  the 
Internet.  In  effect,  they  both  provide  an 
arena  for  people  to  gather.  Which,  in 
turn,  allows  a  forum  for  people  to 
speak,  listen,  discuss,  gather  informa¬ 
tion,  and  of  course  to  laugh,  smile,  and 
enjoy  themselves.  We  set  out  to  provide 
a  virtual  replica  of  your 
local  coffee  house.” 

Robert  Nadeau, 
a  writer 
for  Inc . 
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Biscotti:  a  fine  treat  * 
to  go  with  fine  coffee. 
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Technology ,  describes  another  melding 
of  technology  and  the  coffeehouse.  “At 
London’s  modish  Cyberia  cafe,  you  can 
sign  up  for  Internet  lessons  or  just  rent 
access  on  the  latest  Pentium  computers. 
Tables  at  the  window  feature  Mosaic, 
the  red-hot  graphic  Internet  browser. 
Cyberia  will  expand  to  Australia  this 
year  and  plans  to  franchise  the  comput¬ 
er  to  other  coffeehouses,  the  way  video 
games  are  placed  in  bars.” 

And  specialty  coffees  are  not  just  a 
trend  on  campus.  Patricia  Davis,  of  The 
WalJ  Street  Journal ,  writes,  “Some 
offices  survey  employees  about  their 
favorite  blend  and  order  that  for  the 
office  pot.  Coffee-service  vendors  say 
the  hot-selling  gourmet  flavors  are  Irish 
cream,  hazelnut,  Vienna  cinnamon  and 
French  roast.” 

But  you’re  not  a  coffee  fan,  you  say? 
Corby  Kummer,  whose'  book.  The  Joy 
of  Coffee,  provides  guidelines  on  buy¬ 
ing,  brewing  and  enjoying  coffee,  offers 
these  tips:  “To  develop  a  coffee  palate, 
start  out  with  as  simple  a  drink  as  you 
.can  bear — preferably  just  a  shot  of 
espresso.  The  prized  quality  in  espresso  . 
is  a  rounded,  rich  smoothness,  with  a 
^  sweet  overtone  on  initial  sipping  and  a 
bittersweet,  lasting  finish.  Many  of 
today’s  bars  rely  on  syrups,  milk,  and 
powders  to  hide  a  thin,  dull,  sour 
espresso;  try  the  foundation  before  you 
build  on  to  it.”  Or,  take  a  tip  from  colle¬ 
giate  Thetas  and  visit  a  local  coffee¬ 
house  for  the  newest  concoction;  there’s 
sure  to  be  one  close  by.  ■ 


Common  Espresso  Drinks 


Cappuccino  one  part  steamed  milk 
to  one  part  espresso,  topped  with 
one  part  of  foam. 

Cafe  latte  one  part  espresso,  two 
parts  hot  or  steamed  milk  with  a  thick 
foam  on  top;  lattes  often  are  served 
in  a  tall  glass. 

Cafe  au  lait  Traditionally,  brewed 
French-roast  coffee  forms  the  base  for 
this  drink,  but  individual  recipes  pre¬ 
vail. 

Espresso  macchiato  espresso 
stained  with  two  teaspoons  or  so  of 
foam  poured  onto  the  surface,  leav¬ 
ing  a  ring  of  coffee  on  the  perimeter 
of  the  cup. 

Cafe  Americano  espresso  diluted 
with  hot  water  to  the  strength  of  a 


typical  cup  of  American  coffee. 

Cafe  breve  cafe  latte  made  with 
half-and-half. 

Cafe  mocha  coffee  and  chocolate; 
baristas  may  add  sweet  ground 
chocolate,  chocolate  syrup  or 
Torani's  cocoa  syrup  to  espresso  and 
steamed  milk. 

Torani  syrups  a  staple  of  most 
coffeehouses,  these  sugary  Italian- 
inspired  concoctions,  flavored  with 
natural  essences  such  as  fruits  and 
nuts  and  manufactured  in  San 
Francisco,  may  go  into  coffee  drinks 
or  be  mixed  with  soda  water  (some¬ 
times  with  a  dash  of  cream)  for  a 
refreshing  cold  drink.

Did  you  notice  the 
explosion?  Probably  not— 
most  people  didn't.  As 
explosions  go,  it  was 
a  quiet  one:  It  didn't 
make  much  noice  ini¬ 
tially,  but  its  effects 
have  been  creeping  into 
almost  every  aspect  of 
our  lives. 

It  was  an  explosion  of  information. 
Thanks  to  the  technology  of  the  Internet 
and  the  World  Wide  Web,  home  comput¬ 
ers,  portable  telephones,  and  cable  and 
satellite  TV,  we  are  inundated  everyday 
by  oceans  of  words,  sounds,  and  pictures 
from  innumerable  and  unexpected 
sources.  In  fact,  in  the  past  five  years, 
the  information  supply  available  to  us 
has  doubled }  And  experts  say  that  this 
explosion  of  communication  is  bound  to 
increase  in  size  and  accelerate  in  speed. 

The  explosion  will  continue  to  effect 
infinite  changes — some  silly  and  some 
sublime.  The  question  is:  How  can  you 
possibly  keep  up  with  it  all?  The  answer 
is:  You  probably  can’t.  After  all,  one 
weekday  issue  of  The  New  York  Times 
contains  more  information  than  a  man 
in  17th  century  England  encountered  in 
his  entire  lifetime.2 

Of  course,  no  single  publication  can 
hope  to  be  a  guide  through  the  jungle  of 
images,  ideas,  and  metaphors  of  the  end 
of  the  20th  century.  With  this  article.

that  customers  can  “surf  the  net"  while 
enjoying  a  cappuccino. 

cyberspace  :  a  term  coined  by 
William  Gibson  in  his  science-fiction 


novel  Neuromancer.  In  his  book, 

Gibson  described  wide,  gravity-free 
spaces  dotted  with  sparkling,  crystalline 
towers  of  pure  information. 

eatertainment :  dining  in 
trendy  theme  restaurants  such  as  The 
Hard  Rock  Cafe,  Planet  Hollywood,  and 
the  House  of  Blues.  In  these  amusement 
parks/diners/souvenir  stands/museums, 
the  actual  food  is  second  in  importance 
to  the  ambiance. 

ecotourism:  environmentally 
themed  travel.  Package  trips  that  offer 
hands-on  volunteer  work  in  endangered 
parts  of  the  world. 

EMF  risk:  health  concern  about 
the  electromagnetic  fields  radiating 
from  everything  electrical,  including 
power  lines  and  computers. 

emoticons:  icons  made  out  of 
punctuation  marks,  numbers,  and  letters. 
Used  online  to  alert  readers  to  the  irony, 
humor,  or  other  intention  of  a  remark. 
An  example  is  :)  to  connote  a  smiley 
face. 

extreme  sports:  high-risk 
athletic  challenges,  including  sky-surf¬ 
ing,  snowboarding,  and  barefoot  water- 
skiing. 

FAQ:  Frequently  Asked  Questions. 
Originally,  this  was  the  Internet  version 
of  a  manual  for  the  Internet.  The  term  is 
now  used  in  lots  of  non- Internet-related 
situations. 

fuzzy  logic:  study  of  ways  to 
program  computers  to  analyze  impre¬ 
cise  situations.  Fuzzy  logic  entered  con¬ 
sumer  marketing  when  common  devices 
such  as  dishwashers  were  built  with 
microprocessors  and  sensors  to  deter¬ 
mine  things  like  how  much  soap  to  use 
based  on  the  dirtiness  of  the  rinse  water. 

Guerrilla  Girls:  group 
founded  in  1985  in  New  York  City  to 
increase  the  visibility  of  women  and 
minorities  in  the  art  world.  Members 
wear  gorilla  masks  for  demonstrations. 


GUI  (pronounced  “gooey"): 

Graphical  User  Interface.  Computer 
technology  that  replaces  typed  com¬ 
mands  with  a  device  (such  as  a  mouse) 
for  pointing  and  clicking  at  windows 
and  icons. 

hip-hop  :  common  name  for  the 
culture  surrounding  rap  music.  It  has 
shaped  American  pop  culture  from 
movies  to  street  fashion  to  soft-drink 
ads. 

hypertext :  electronic  texts  con¬ 
taining  links  to  other  texts.  These  con¬ 
nections  allow  Web  users  to  find  their 
own  paths  through  large  amounts  of 
information.  Hypermedia  also 
includes  sounds,  pictures,  and  moving 
images. 

moshing :  frenzied  dancing  by 
masses  of  people  in  front  of  a  concert 
stage.  Moshers  often  “surf'  on  the 
raised  arms  of  dense  crowds;  fans  or 
performers  sometimes  leap  from  the 
stage  into  the  “mosh  pit." 

multiple  chemical 
sensitivity:  allergic  reactions 
to  the  chemicals  of  modern  life.  It's  rec¬ 
ognized  as  a  disability  in  federal  law, 
but  many  doctors  consider  it  a  psychi¬ 
atric  condition.  MCS  experts  believe 
that  the  disease  is  actually  a  kind  of 
toxic  poisoning  resulting  from  exposure 
to  common  building  materials,  pesti¬ 
cides,  and  food  additives. 

trash  talking:  insults  or 
boasts  that  sports  players  (especially 
college  and  professional  basketball 
players)  use  to  demoralize  their  oppo¬ 
nents. 

up  speak  :  describes  the  habit  of 
allowing  your  voice  to  rise  at  the  end  of 
a  sentence.  It  makes  a  declaration  sound 
like  a  question?  The  rising  inflection  is 
intended  to  acknowledge  that  the  listen¬ 
er  might  have  a  different  opinion  and  an 
opposing  point  of  view.  ■

Reach  Out  and  Touch  the  World 


When  I  got  home  from  work  last  night, 
there  were  two  e-mail  messages  waiting 
for  me  on  our  computer.  They  were  from 
two  women  that  1  worked  with  in  a  previ¬ 
ous  job.  In  addition  to  being  coworkers, 
we  had  several  other  things  in  common, 
and  we  gradually  became  friends. 

One  of  the  messages  alerted  me  to  an 
interesting  home  page  on  the  World  Wide 
Web;  the  other  was  a  thank-you  for  a 
birthday  card  I  had  sent.  As  short  and  not 
very  significant  as  they  were,  these  mes¬ 
sages  meant  a  lot  to  me.  Because  when  I 
think  about  it,  I  realize  that  it  is  not  the 
long,  philosophical  discussions  that  form 
the  basis  of  most  relationships.  Instead,  it 
is  the  smaller,  everyday  conversations 
that  bind  most  of  us  together. 

When  I  worked  with  my  two  friends,  I 
talked  with  each  of  them  several  times  a 
day.  Sometimes  the  conversation  was 
work-related;  sometimes  it  wasn’t. 

‘"Would  you  mind  taking  a  look  at  this 
manuscript?  I’d  like  your  opinion.” 

“Did  you  see  that  story  on  60  Minutes 
last  night?” 

“You  will  never  guess  what  Matthew 
did  when  he  got  home  from  school  yes¬ 
terday.” 

My  friends  and  I  left  our  jobs  within  a 
year  of  one  another,  and  they  each  moved 
away  from  Indianapolis.  We  are  all  devot¬ 
ed  letter-writers,  and  we  made  an  effort  to 
keep  in  touch.  But  even  fanatical  letter- 
writers  don't  take  pen  in  hand  every  day. 
And  they  don't  spend  a  stamp  and  a  piece 
of  recycled  stationery  to  drop  someone  a 
quick  line  about  a  web  site. 


That’s  the  beauty  of  the  information 
super  highway:  It  makes  staying  in 
touch  so  easy.  If  I’m  within  reach  of  my 
computer,  I  can  share  a  thought,  a  frus¬ 
tration,  or  a  semi-relevant  news  item 
with  my  sister  in  Idaho,  my  friend  in 
Pennsylvania,  or  my  mother-in-law 
across  town.  I  can  do  it  in  an  instant, 
and  it  costs  pennies. 

But  the  truly  amazing  thing  is  that  e- 
mail  is  the  Internet  at  its  most  basic. 

Still  sitting  at  my  computer,  I  can  take  a 
virtual  tour  of  any  major  art  museum  in 
the  world.  I  can  download  recipes  from 
five-star  restaurants.  I  can  “Ask  the 
Mechanic,”  “Ask  the  Vet,”  and  “Ask 
Consumer  Reports An  old  series  of 
TV  ads  urged  AT&T  customers  to 
""Reach  out  and  touch  someone.” 
Through  my  computer  and  the  Internet, 

I  can  reach  out  and  touch  ...  the  world! 

And  that  world  now  includes  Kappa 
Alpha  Theta's  home  page. 

We  talk  a  lot  about  connecting  Thetas 
and  linking  Thetas  and  keeping  Thetas 
in  touch.

Gose-Up 


The  Making  of  a 
Better  Betty 

Betty  Crocker  has  undergone  her  eighth 
face  lift  in  75  years.  And  one  of  the  75 
women  chosen  in  a  national  contest  as 
best  representing  the  spirit  of  Betty 
Crocker  is  Betty  Comerford, 
Delta/Illinois.  No  photographs  were  used 
in  the  initial  judging  of  this  contest; 
instead,  people  wrote  real-life  stories 
nominating  someone  they  know  who  typ¬ 
ifies  the  characteristics  that  make  up  the 
spirit  of  Betty  Crocker.  In  this  case, 
Comerford’s  friend  and  co-worker  wrote 
a  very  convincing  letter  proving  that  her 
continuing  commitment  to  friends,  fami¬ 
ly,  and  her  community  are  worthy  of 
such  an  honor. 


Photos  of  the  75  winners,  along  with 
Betty  Crocker’s  1 986  portrait,  were 
incorporated  into  a  single  computer-gen¬ 
erated  composite  image  that  helped  guide 
the  creation  of  the  new  portrait  by  inter¬ 
nationally  known  artist  John  Stuart  Ingle. 

When  Comerford  was  14  years  old, 
her  mother  passed  away.  She  immediate¬ 
ly  assumed  the  role  her  mother  had  been 
teaching  her,  taking  full  responsibility  for 
cooking  and  baking  all  meals  for  her 
father  and  four  older  brothers.  Her  pas¬ 
sion  for  cooking  exploded  there:  she 
once  entered  30  items  at  the  same  county 
fair  and  was  awarded  the  Grand 
Champion  of  the  fair  for  her  cinnamon 
rolls  three  years  straight. 

Comerford  majored  in  home  econom¬ 
ics  education,  and  while  student  teach¬ 
ing,  created  renewed  enthusiasm  for 
home  ec.  by  developing  new  classes  such 
as  “Bachelor  Living,”  encouraging  young 
men  to  take  an  interest  in  the  practical 
side  of  home  ec.  Even  today,  with  her 
three  children  and  seven-year  career  with 
New  York  Advertising  Agency  DMB&B, 
Comerford  still  makes  time  to  cook  and 


bake.  She  even  used  her  creativity  to 
convince  her  employers  to  let  her  contin¬ 
ue  in  her  current  job  but  work  part  time 
so  she  could  spend  more  time  at  home. 

Her  thoughtfulness  and  baking  abili¬ 
ties  seem  second  to  none  at  Christmas. 
She  begins  eight  weeks  prior  to  the  holi¬ 
day,  baking  two  kinds  of  cookies  a  week 
for  a  total  of  700  to  800  cookies.  She 
gives  these  away  in  gift  boxes  for  family 
and  friends.  Comerford  has  also  been 
known  to  create  and  bake  amazing  birth¬ 
day  cakes  in  the  wee  hours  of  the  morn¬ 
ing.  She  is  also  very  active  in  her  neigh¬ 
borhood,  welcoming  new  neighbors  and 
coordinating  and  executing  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  block  party  each  year.  With  the 
help  of  friends,  she  started  a  Gourmet 
Club  in  her  community  and  has  been 
involved  in  renovating  and  setting  up 
several  after-school  centers  and  shelters 
that  benefit  underprivileged  children. 

Betty  Comerford’s  time  and  talents 
have  enhanced  the  lives  of  others.  As  a 
representative  of  the  spirit  of  Betty 
Crocker,  she  has  now  received  national 
recognition.  ■

It’s  no  secret  that  communication 
technology  has  changed  the  way  we 
interact  with  one  another  and  conduct 
business  in  the  past  few  years.  Many 
individuals,  corporations,  universities, 
and  now  Greek  organizations  have 
established  a  presence  on  the  Internet  to 
stay  in  touch  with  others.  In  fact,  many 
fraternity  and  sorority  collegians  have 
had  access  to  the  Internet  through  their 
colleges  and  universities  for  some  time. 

The  World  Wide  Web  (WWW)  is  a 
graphic-based  system  that  organizes 
Internet  data  and  provides  links  to 
other  Internet  sites.  It  is  the  fastest- 
growing  part  of  the  Internet. 

At  the  1995  Leadership  Conference, 
collegiate  members  began  to  ask,  When 
will  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  be  on-line?  In 
fact,  the  interest  in  communicating  via 
the  Internet  was  so  great  that  a  list  of 
more  than  200  e-mail  addresses  was 
compiled  at  the  conference  and  distrib¬ 
uted  to  the  participants  so  they  could 
continue  their  relationships  and  com¬ 
municate  throughout  the  year. 

A  task  force  based  at  Fraternity 
Headquarters  was  established  to 
research  the  options  and  determine  how 
Theta  could  provide  the  best  on-line 
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service  to  its  members.  After  conduct¬ 
ing  extensive  research  and  interviews, 
the  task  force  began  working  with  Data 
Communications  Consulting,  Inc. 
(DCC),  an  Indianapolis-based  consult¬ 
ing  firm  that  helps  organizations  wade 
through  the  complexities  of  computer 
and  telecommunication  technologies. 

The  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  Home  Page 
is  the  starting  point  for  browsing 
through  Theta  information  on  the  Web. 
Possibilities  for  Thetas  on  the  Web 
include  registering  for  Convention,  giv¬ 


ing  to  the  Foundation,  requesting  a  let¬ 
ter  of  reference  form,  ordering  items 
from  the  Pansy  Peddler,  updating  your 
address,  looking  for  an  alumnae  chapter 
or  club  in  your  city.  All  this  and  much 
more  will  soon  be  available  on  the 
Theta  Home  Page: 

http://www.thetahq.org 

A  Home  Page  is  the  introductory  page 
of  a  Web  site,  like  the  cover  of  a  maga¬ 
zine.  A  Web  site  is  a  group  of  linked 
pages  on  the  VTUTV;  like  the  entire 
magazine.  Statistics  show  that  a  new 
home  page  is  added  to  the  Internet 
every  minute. 

One  of  the  greatest  features  of  the 
Internet  is  jumping  from  one  document 
to  another  by  clicking  on  a  word.  For 
example,  in  Theta’s  “History  & 
Founders”  section,  you  are  able  to  click 
on  “Alpha  Chapter”  and  jump  to  a  list¬ 
ing  of  Theta’s  college  chapters. 

The  Internet  will  be  useful  to  college 
chapters  as  they  develop  programs  and 
conduct  chapter  business.  For  example, 
chapter  officers  will  be  able  to  com¬ 
plete  and  return  many  required  forms 
via  the  computer  versus  the  mail.  These 
and  other  “member  information”  areas 
will  be  password-protected  to  ensure 
that  only  Thetas  can  view  and  manipu¬ 
late  these  documents. 

The  Fraternity  will  also  be  able  to 


send  news  items,  educational  updates, 
and  new  program  ideas  for  chapters 
through  “bulletin  boards.”  Various  “chat 
rooms”  on  the  Internet  will  allow 
Thetas  a  forum  for  holding  a  meeting 
or  discussing  a  current  issue. 

A  bulletin  board  is  an  on-line  area  for 
posting  messages  for  all  users  to  see. 
Chat  rooms  allow  immediate  communi¬ 
cation  with  one  or  more  people.

•  If  you  have  an  on-line  account  with 
a  commercial  subscription  service  such 
as  American  Online,  Prodigy,  or 
CompuServe,  all  you  have  to  do  is 
browse  and  connect  with  Theta's  Home 
Page.  These  services  provide  the  need¬ 
ed  software  to  surf  the  net  and  offer 
many  of  their  own  services. 

•  If  you  have  your  own  browser,  such 
as  Netscape,  just  type  in  Theta's  e-mail 
address. 

•  If  you  are  starting  from  scratch, 
call  a  local  Internet  Service.Provider 
which  will  rent  an  account  to  you  for  a 
monthly  fee.  Then  you  need  a  browser 
package,  like  Netscape,  and  our 
address.  Or  you  can  call  AT&T  or  MCI; 
they  offer  Internet  access  and  may  offer 
a  discount  if  you  already  use  their  long 
distance  service. 
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A  browser  is  a  software  package  that 
allows  you  to  view  documents  and 
graphics  created  for  use  on  the  WWW 

While  the  Internet  may  seem  some¬ 
what  overwhelming  at  first,  those  who 
have  jumped  on  find  it  easy  and  very 
convenient.  With  access  to  the  Internet, 
the  future  looks  very  bright  for  Kappa 
Alpha  Theta  and  its  communication 
capabilities.  Several  Thetas  have  volun¬ 
teered  to  help  build  the  Theta  Home 
Page  and  will  be  working  with  staff 
over  the  next  several  months  to  formu¬ 
late  its  contents.  Whether  you  visit  now 
or  in  a  few  weeks  or  months,  the  Web 
site  is  likely  to  change,  so  remember  to 
check  back  often.  And,  if  you  have  any 
ideas,  please  send  them  to 
Headquarters.  (You’re  welcome  to  mail, 
fax,  or  e-mail  your  suggestions — 
whichever  is  most  convenient!)

Encouraging  Women  in  Politics  and  Public 
Service  Is  Mission  of  Two  Prominent  Thetas 


ary  Louise  Epperson  Smith, 
Beta  Omicron/Iowa,  and 
Nancy  Landon  Kassebaum, 
Kappa/Kansas,  have  both  had  distin¬ 
guished  political  careers.  Smith  is  the 
only  woman  to  serve  as  chairman  of  the 
National  Committee  of  the  Republican 
Party,  the  first  woman  to  organize  and 
call  to  order  the  national  convention  of 
a  major  US  political  party,  and  a  found¬ 
ing  member  of  the  Iowa  Women’s 
Political  Caucus.  Kassebaum  is  a  three- 
term  veteran  of  the  US  Senate,  where 
she  served  as  chairman  of  the  Labor  and 
Human  Resources  Committee  and  as  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Relations. 

Now,  in  addition  to  their  extensive 
political  accomplishments,  Kassebaum 
and  Smith  will  have  something  else  in 
common.  Kassebaum  will  be  the  first 
holder  of  the  Mary  Louise  Smith 
Endowed  Chair  at  the  Carrie  Chapman 
Catt  Center  for  Women  and  Politics  at 
Iowa  State  University. 

At  a  fund-raising  dinner  for  the  chair 
last  April,  Smith  spoke  to  an  audience 


that  included  former  President  George 
Bush.  She  explained  that  she  was  hon¬ 
ored  by  the  endowment  because  the 
promotion  of  women  in  politics  is 
something  that  has  been  emphasized 
and  encouraged  at  Iowa  State.’’  Holders 
of  the  Smith  chair  will  be  involved  in 
educational  activities  that  study,  encour¬ 
age,  and  promote  women  in  politics. 

“This  endowment  will  allow  us  to 


bring  nationally  known  political  figures 
and  political  scholars  to  the  campus  for 
lectures,  seminars,  and  workshops  that 
will  benefit  our  students  and  the  com¬ 
munity,”  said  Elizabeth  Hoffman,  dean 
of  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  and 
Sciences. 

As  the  first  holder  of  the  chair,  Nancy 
Kassebaum  will  bring  the  expertise  in 
education  improvement,  health  care 
reform,  foreign  aid,  and  job  training 
programs  she  has  gained  during  18 
years  in  the  Senate.  She  will  be  on  cam¬ 
pus  periodically  during  the  1996-97 
academic  year.  “Nancy  Kassebaum  is 
known  as  a  coalition  builder  and 
respected  independent  thinker,”  said 
Hoffman.  “Her  presence  on  our  campus 
promises  great  opportunities  for  every¬ 
one  involved  in  political  science  and  the 
Catt  Center.” 

Mary  Louise  Smith  and  Nancy 
Kassebaum  have  been  important  influ¬ 
ences  in  American  politics.  Now  they 
will  be  important  influences  to  political 
science  students  at  Iowa  State.  ■

Thursday  afternoon's  General 
Session  opened 
with  a  display  of 
tote  bags  creative¬ 
ly  decorated  by 
Convention  atten¬ 
dees.  Marilyn 
Lynch,  Foundation  president, 
explained  how  the  CASA  children 
considered  the  bags  their  own  spe¬ 
cial  possessions  as  they  experience 
changes  in  their  lives  through  the 
legal  process.  The  bags  will  be  filled 
with  toys  donated  by  other 
corporations. 

A  video  presentation  that  drama¬ 
tized  the  failure  of  America's  court 
system  to  protect  children  tugged  at 
everyone's  hearts.  The  fact  that 
2,000  children  a  year  die  from 
abuse  emphasized  the  importance 
of  the  CASA  program. 

Joyce  Honeyman,  Foundation 
vice-president,  introduced  Helen 
Leonhart-Jones,  J.D.,  president  of 
National  CASA  and  executive  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Montgomery  County 
Department  of  Community  Human 
Services  in  Dayton,  Ohio.  Jones 
urged,  "Pledge  to  be  the  keeper  of 
children's  dreams  so  we  can  elimi¬ 
nate  their  nightmares.  If  each  of  us 
can  help  one  child,  think  of  the  dif¬ 
ference  we  could  make." 

Michael  Piraino,  J.D.,  chief  execu¬ 
tive  officer  for  National  CASA,  and 
Jones  then  presented  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta  with  the  President's  Award, 
which  had  previously  been  awarded 
at  the  National  CASA  Conference.

A  child’s  voice  in  court. 
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by  Karen  Alter 

Article  V,  Section  I,  of  the  Koppo 
Alpha  Theta  Constitution  provides 
that  "...  Grand  Convention  shall  be 
the  general  legislative  body  of  the 
Fraternity  and  shall  have  power  to  act 
upon  all  Fraternity  matters  except  as 
authority  is  otherwise  delegated  in 
the  Constitution"  Convention  dele¬ 
gates  and  visitors  debated  many 
important  issues  regarding  the  pro¬ 
posed  amendments  to  the 
Constitution  and  Bylaws.  Following  is 
a  summary  of  the  key  motions  that 
passed. 

Clarifications  of  Terms 

An  amendment  was  passed  which 
deleted  specific  references  to  "alum¬ 
nae"  and  "college"  regional  directors 
to  reflect  recent  appointments  of 
"finance"  and  "membership"  regional 
directors,  broadening  the  overall  cat¬ 
egory  of  regional  directors. 

Also,  under  the  Discipline  of 
Members  section,  "New  Members" 
was  added,  clarifying  that  new  mem¬ 
bers  are  treated  as  members. 

Voluntary  and  Involuntary 
Inactivity 

Voluntary  Inactivity  now  states  that 
an  active  college  member  may  be 
granted  temporary  inactive  status  if 
she  develops  a  medical  condition 
(broadening  the  previous  term  "ill¬ 
ness"),  including  pregnancy,  or 
becomes  a  legal  guardian  or  parent. 

A  member  may  be  placed  on 
Involuntary  Inactive  status  when  her 
/ior  poses  a  direct  threat  to  the 
^  and  safety  of  herself  or  of  oth¬ 
ers.  Involuntary  inactivity  is  intended 
to  be  used  in  those  situations  in 
which  the  behavior  arises  out  of  an 
emotional  or  psychological  problem. 
Membership  privileges  will  not  be 
denied  when  the  physical  or  mental 
problem  can  be  reasonably  accom¬ 
modated  by  the  chapter. 

Alumnae  Delegates 

To  be  consistent  with  the  section 
that  relates  to  college  delegates,  a 
new  subsection  was  added  stating 
that  the  current  alumnae  chapter 
president  is  the  voting  alumnae 
chapter  delgate  and  that  her  absence 
may  be  excused  only  by  the  vice- 
president  alumnae.  As  the  elected 
president  of  her  alumnae  chapter,  the 


president's  duties  include  serving  as 
her  chapter's  delegate  to  Grand 
Convention. 

Special  Committees 

It  may  be  necessary  to  have  advi¬ 
sors  who  are  not  members  of  the 
Fraternity,  for  example,  auditors, 
strategic  planners,  outside  counsel,  to 
serve  on  committees.  An  amendment 
passed  which  clarifies  that  if  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  a  committee  is  not  a  member 
of  the  Fraternity,  he/she  will  serve 
without  a  vote. 

Per  Capita  and  Installation 
Fees 

The  Convention  delegates  also 
passed  an  amendment  to  increase 
per  capita  fees  from  $30  to  $45, 
reflecting  the  rising  cost  of  goods  and 
services  provided  by  the  Fraternity  to 
college  members.  The  current 
amount  of  $30  has  been  in  effect 
since  1990.  While  the  Fraternity  con¬ 
tinues  to  search  for  ways  to  reduce 
expenses,  this  fee  increase  is  neces¬ 
sary  in  order  to  maintain  and  possibly 
increase  current  and  future  member¬ 
ship  sen/ices. 

Similarly,  an  amendment  passed 
which  increased  the  installation  fee 
charged  to  college  chapter  members 
from  $25  to  $40.  This  fee  increase 
reflects  the  rising  costs  of  initiating 
the  basic  operations  of  a  college 
chapter.  Even  with  this  proposed 
change,  the  Fraternity  will  continue  to 
fund  the  majority  of  the  costs  of  an 
installation. 

Grand  Council  withdrew  several 
amendments,  which  were  considered 
not  crucial,  because  of  time  limita¬ 
tions  during  Convention. 

Resolutions 

Five  resolutions  on  the  following 
issues  were  discussed: 

•  membership  opportunities  for 
women  who  did  not  have  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  as  undergraduates, 

•  nominating  and  election  process 
of  Grand  Council, 

•  alumnae  recruitment  and 
retention, 

•  the  weighted  voting  system, 

•  financial  reporting  to  the

"Work  Week"  man¬ 
uals,  and  other  tidbits  to 
enhance  a  chapter's  rush  presenta¬ 
tion  and  skills. 

★  A  T-shirt  exchange  table  that 
displayed  some  of  the  best  T-shirt 
ideas  from  various  chapters  across 
the  country. 

★  Member  Education  table  fea¬ 
turing  The  College  Woman's 
Handbook  by  Dobkin  and  Sippy. 

This  handbook  is  a  new  resource  for 
college  chapters  to  use  in  member 
education  programming.  A  hand¬ 
book  for  new  members  included 
"Not  For  Ourselves  Alone"  modules, 
facility  rules,  ideas  on  campus  and 
local  "places  to  go"  for  medical  care, 
counseling,  financial  aid,  etc.  A 
Scholarship  Manual  from  Alpha 
Sigma/Washington  State  featured  a 
sampling  of  study  tips  and  skills  for 
chapter  members. 

For  the  alumnae  chapters/clubs: 

★  The  Oklahoma  City  Alumnae 
Chapter  displayed  their  service  to 
breast  cancer  awareness  and  pre¬ 
vention. 

★  The  Raleigh/Durham/Chapel 
Hill  Alumnae  Chapter  promoted  its 
cookbook,  a  new  fund-raising  pro¬ 
ject.  Samples  from  some  of  the 
recipes  in  the  cookbook  were  avail¬ 
able  for  tasting. 
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★  The  St.  Paul  Alumnae 
Chapter  exhibited  its  active 
involvement  and  support  in 
the  Washington  County 
Guardian  Ad  Litem  Program

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Jenna  von  Oy: 

Learning  a  New  Role 


hen  she  played  the 
character  Six 
LeMuere,  the  fashion- 
frenzied  best  friend 
and  confidante  of  Blossom  Russo  in  the 
comedy  television  series  Blossom , 
actress  Jenna  von  Oy’s  trademark  was 
rapid,  almost  manic,  speech. 

Delivering  her  lines  at  warp  speed, 
von  Oy  would  routinely  reduce  pages 
of  dialogue  to  mere  seconds  of  airtime. 
Time,  however,  has  now  reduced  the 
pace  of  the  fast-talker’s  life. 

Blossom  was  canceled  eighteen 
months  ago,  and  von  Oy’s  words  have 
become  more  deliberate  and  thoughtful. 
This  is  particularly  true  when  she  dis¬ 
cusses  her  current  “career”  as  a  sopho¬ 
more  at  the  University  of  Southern 
California  in  Los  Angeles  and  her  deci¬ 
sion  to  join  Kappa  Alpha  Theta’s 
Omicron  Chapter. 

“Initiation,  in  particular,  was  very 
meaningful  for  me,”  von  Oy  said  in  a 
recent  telephone  interview  from  her 
family’s  home  in  Newtown,  Conn. 

“I’ve  never  had  a  lot  of  close  girl¬ 
friends.  It’s  hard  in  show  business, 
because  people  my  age  feel  I’m  compe¬ 
tition.  They  see  me  only  as  someone 
going  for  the  same  roles.” 

She  expects  the  view  from  the  Theta 
house,  however,  to  be  considerably  dif¬ 
ferent.  Von  Oy,  19,  feels  her  Theta  sis¬ 
ters  will  see  and  value  her  as  an  indi¬ 
vidual,  and  this  perspective  is  what 
attracted  her  to  Theta. 

“I  couldn’t  see  myself  in  any  other 
sorority,”  she  says  simply. 

“The  best  part  of  Theta  is  that  every¬ 
one  in  the  house  is  so  different,  and 
they  are  so  accepting  of  each  other. 

“It  fits  me,  because  I've  always  been 
very  different.  I  dress  different,  I  act 
different,  and  I  like  to  do  a  lot  of  differ¬ 
ent  things.  While  everyone  else  my  age 
was  taking  piano  lessons  or  joining  Girl 
Scouts,  1  was  going  to  New  York  for 
auditions.” 

Von  Oy’s  determined  individualism.

and  her  trek  on  the  “path  less  traveled” 
began  at  the  tender  age  of  three,  when 
she  first  informed  her  parents,  Frank 
and  Gloria  von  Oy,  of  her  acting  ambi¬ 
tions. 

She  was  quick  to  follow  through, 
earning  early  acting  credits  in  the  roles 
of  Molly  in  a  regional  production  of 
Annie ,  Gretel  in  an  off-Broadway  pro¬ 
duction  of  The  Sound  of  Music,  and 
Darla  in  Godspeed  Opera’s  production 
of  Little  Rascals.

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Her  motion  picture  debut  was  in  the 
Academy  Award-winning  film  Born  on 
the  Fourth  of  July.  She  portrayed 
Suzanne,  the  younger  sister  of  Tom 
Cruise’s  character. 

Von  Oy  also  made  guest  appearances 


on  numerous  television  series,  including 
Kate  and  Allie  and  Tales  From  the 
Darkside.  She  was  featured  on  the  day¬ 
time  dramas  Guiding  Light,  As  the 
World  Turns,  and  Loving.  Her  other  tele¬ 
vision  work  included  a  miniseries.  At 
Mother's  Request;  a  special.  Kingdom 
Chums;  and  Family  Album,  an  educa¬ 
tional  series  currently  in  worldwide  syn¬ 
dication. 

And  while  some  actors  wait  decades 
for  their  big  breaks,  von  Oy’s  coincided 
with  her  twelfth  birthday.  She  was 
offered  a  regular  role — one  which  she 
would  play  for  five  seasons — on  the 
Blossom  TV  series.  She  moved  to  Los 
Angeles  with  her  mother  and  youngest 
brother,  Tyler.  Her  father  stayed  in 
Connecticut  with  another  brother,  Peter, 
and  her  sister,  Alyssa. 

“Because  the  show  lasted  so  long,  I 
had  the  freedom  to  gradually  develop 
the  character,”  von  Oy  recalls.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  her  already  rapid  speech  (Her 
father,  also  a  fast  talker,  started  teaching 
her  tongue  twisters  as  a  toddler.),  the 
actress  shared  her  passion  for  hats  with 
her  TV  character.  As  Six,  she  rarely 
appeared  in  a  scene  without  a  hat 
perched  atop  her  five-foot  frame.  Von 
Oy  designed  many  of  the  straw  bonnets, 
flowered  bowlers,  and  felt  boaters  she 
modeled,  and  she  selected  others  from 
her  personal  collection  of  more  than 
100  hats. 

Beyond  that,  however,  character  and 
creator  parted  company.  Von  Oy  says 
she  made  a  conscious  effort  to  distin¬ 
guish  herself  from  the  role  she  played. 

“Everyone  always  perceives  an 
actress  to  be  her  character,  and  I  felt  I 
could  really  get  myself  in  trouble  if  I 
started  feeling  that  way,  too,”  she  says. 

“So  when  people  meet  me  for  the 
first  time,  after  about  20  minutes  they 
usually  say,  ‘You’re  nothing  like  I 
thought  you’d  be.’ 

“My  character  was  ditsy;  I’m  very 
down-to-earth.  I  put  my  energy  into  my 
career,  and  I’m  very  goal-oriented;  Six 
put  her  energy  into  clothes  and  boys. 

“Six  would  have  joined  a  sorority 
only  if  her  best  friend.  Blossom,  did.” 
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The  teenage  trials  and  tribulations  of 
Six  and  Blossom  ended  in  the  spring  of 
1995  when  NBC  canceled  the  show. 
Von  Oy  made  a  pilot  for  a  TV  series 
based  on  her  character,  but  the  network 
didn't  pick  it  up.  She  recalls  those 
months  as  a  time  when  her  life  changed 
“360  degrees.” 

“My  mom  moved  back  to 
Connecticut.  For  the  first  time,  I  was 
living  alone,”  recalls  von  Oy.  “I  owned 
a  house,  I  wasn’t  working,  and  I  kept 
wondering  about  how  I  would  fare  in 
college. 

“But  the  first  year  was  wonderful  and 
a  lot  more  fun  than  I  had  expected.  My 


freshman  year  really  opened  my  eyes  and 
gave  me  insight  into  who  I  really  am.” 

Who  she  is  is  a  person  with  lots  of 
energy  and  the  desire  to  channel  that 
intensity  into  unique  and  creative  out¬ 
lets,  von  Oy  says.  “I  constantly  need 
something  new  to  do,”  she  explains. 
“When  I  hear  about  something  interest¬ 
ing,  I  want  to  do  it. 

“When  I'm  not  acting,  I  need  other 
outlets  for  my  energy.” 

Like  flying  on  a  trapeze,  for  instance. 
Freedom  from  Blossom  gave  von  Oy  the 
opportunity  to  perform  on  the  trapeze  in 
the  television  special  Circus  of  the  Stars 
Goes  to  Disneyland. 


“I  have  a  great  deal  of  confidence  in 
my  mental  goals,  but  when  I  have  to 
convince  myself  to  achieve  a  physical 
goal,  it’s  another  story. 

“It  took  three  months  to  learn  the 
trapeze  and,  at  first,  I  really  didn't  think 
I'd  be  able  to  do  it.  But  I  did,  and  it  was 
absolutely  incredible.” 

So  was  bungee  jumping.  Shortly  after 
the  final  taping  of  Blossom ,  von  Oy 
vacationed  at  a  ski  resort  near  Lake 
Arrowhead,  Calif.  The  sight  of  a  130- 
foot  tower  over  the  Bear  Mountain  resort 
taunted  her  daily.  One  day,  “I  just  had  to 
do  it,”  she  recalls. 

The  stunt  nearly  gave  her  mother  a 
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heart  attack,  and  von  Oy  admits  to 
moments  of  panic  as  she  climbed  to  the 
tower.  But  the  thrill  of  the  jump  turned 
out  to  be  well  worth  the  trepidation. 

Back  on  the  ground,  von  Oy  recently 
established  a  charitable  organization 
called  The  Shirt  Off  My  Back.  Together 
with  numerous  celebrity  friends,  she 
collects  and  donates  autographed  T- 
shirts  and  hats  to  auction  at  fund-raising 
events.  The  items  typically  go  to  small 
charities  that  lack  large  corporate  spon¬ 
sorships.  The  Shirt  Off  My  Back 
reflects  von  Oy’s  interest  in  design  and 
fashion,  and  her  family  helps  manage  it 
from  her  East  Coast  office. 

She  also  recently  lent  her  voice,  if 
not  her  hats,  to  the  character  of  motor¬ 
mouthed  Stacy  in  Disney’s  animated 
film.  The  Goofy  Movie. 

Von  Oy's  joie  de  vivre  extends  to 
Theta  as  well.  “During  the  fall  semester, 
I  think  I  was  at  the  house  more  than  any 
other  new  member,”  she  says,  laughing. 
“Friends  had  warned  me  that,  because  I 
was  living  off  campus,  1  wouldn’t  meet 
people. 

“I  wanted  to  make  sure  that  didn’t 
happen  to  me.  I  feel  that  a  lot  of  the 
college  experience  happens  outside  the 
classroom,  and  that  the  social  aspect  is 
an  important  part  of  college  life.” 

Auditions  claimed  more  time  during 
the  spring,  von  Oy  explains,  but  true  to 
their  reputation  for  acceptance,  her 
Theta  sisters  understood.  “I  told  the 
president  that  I  needed  to  be  fair  to 
myself  and  fair  to  Theta,”  she  says.  “I 
wanted  to  make  sure  that  if  I  had  to 
work  during  rush,  or  miss  certain 
events,  it  wouldn’t  cause  problems  for 
everyone  else. 

“The  chapter  knows  that  if  I  get  a 
film  or  series  offer,  I  might  have  to  take 
a  semester  off  school.  They’re  very 
lenient.” 

Von  Oy  has  a  comparably  relaxed 
attitude  toward  earning  her  degree  in 
film/cinematography.  She  feels  this  per¬ 
spective  is  the  result  of  an  early  induc¬ 
tion  into  her  profession.  “I  would  like  to 
get  a  college  degree  because  it  is  my 
attempt  to  learn  about  all  aspects  of  my 
business. 

“But  everyone  goes  to  college  for  the 
‘real  world’  opportunities  it  can  present. 
I’ve  been  in  the  ‘real  world’  since  I  was 
six  years  old. 

“There  are  so  many  things  I  want  to 
do,  and  if  I  don’t  get  a  degree,  it  won't 
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mean  that  I  can't  do  them.  I  already 
have  one  foot  in  the  door.” 

And,  she  adds,  it  is  a  foot  that  is  grad¬ 
ually  stepping  away  from  the  shadow  of 
Six.  Although  she’s  one  in  a  sea  of 
about  35,000  students  at  USC,  von  Oy’s 
television  persona  is  still  distinctive. 

She  recalls  one  incident  that  occurred 
shortly  after  she  pledged  Theta. 

Monday  evenings  are  traditionally 
“delivery  nights”  at  the  Omicron 
Chapter.  Members  send  small  gifts, 
flowers,  or  notes  to  members  of  other 
groups  as  a  way  of  encouraging  new 
friendships.  After  a  formal  house  din¬ 
ner,  the  gifts  are  delivered  to  the  desig¬ 
nated  fraternities  and  sororities. 

“The  first  time  I  made  a  delivery,  a 
guy  came  up  to  me  and  said,  ‘You’re

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Six’,”  von  Oy  recalls.  “I  said,  ‘No,  I’m 
Jenna .’ 

“People  have  so  many  misconcep¬ 
tions,  and  there  are  so  many  stereotypes 
that  come  with  being  an  actress  in 


Hollywood.  People  think  all  actresses 
are  glamorous,  or  make  a  lot  of  money, 
and  they  assume  you’ll  be  stuck-up. 

“I’ve  actually  had  people  put  their 
finger  on  my  nose  and  say,  ‘It’s  you.’ 
They  think  I’m  another  type  of  human 
being  just  because  I’ve  been  on  TV.” 

Television  is  only  one  of  many  goals 
von  Oy  has  set  for  herself.  Someday  she 
hopes  to  explore  the  view  from  the 
other  side  of  the  camera  as  a  director 
and  producer.  She  is  also  planning  to 
build  on  her  growing  reputation  as  a 
singer.  Von  Oy  earned  a  solo  in  the  Let 
It  Be  Earth  Day  Everyday  album  and 
video  by  Earthchild  Productions.  She 
also  recorded  a  duet  for  the  album  with 
Ben  Taylor,  son  of  Carly  Simon  and 
James  Taylor. 

Just  weeks  before  classes  started  this 
fall,  she  finished  filming  a  television 
movie  tentatively  titled  Freshman  Fall. 
The  character  she  portrayed  is  a  college 
freshman,  and  the  film  deals  with  a  rape 
on  campus. 

“My  character  is  a  violinist.  She's  the 
youngest  child  in  a  poor  family  and  the 
first  in  the  family  to  go  to  college.  She's 
very  timid,  which  is  not  ‘me,’  but  the 
role  was  a  great  opportunity.” 

Opportunities  lead  to  higher  goals, 
and  von  Oy  says  that  even  at  this  stage 
in  her  career,  it  is  impossible  for  her  to 
rank  her  achievements.  “Every  goal  I’ve 
reached  so  far  in  life  has  been  one  I’ve 
set  and  struggled  to  achieve. 

“One  of  the  most  important  ones, 
though,  has  been  the  fact  that  at  age 
three,  I  told  my  parents  I  wanted  to  be 
an  actress,  and,  at  age  1 9,  I  am  on  the 
verge  of  success.” 

And  also  on  the  brink  of  what  she 
hopes  will  prove  to  be  a  “normal”  college 
experience.  With  one  “wonderful”  year 
under  her  belt  preceded  by  four  years  of 
high  school  where  tutors  and  videotaped 
classes  replaced  proms  and  football 
games,  von  Oy  is  enjoying  college  and 
sorority  life  with  all  their  trappings. 

“I  hope  that  the  friends  I  make  here 
will  be  friends  for  a  large  portion  of  my 
life.  It  will  be  wonderful  to  talk  about 
normal  college  topics  with  people  and 
to  have  conversations  without  mention¬ 
ing  the  words  show  business. 

“I  want  to  experience  college  the 
same  way  everyone  else  experiences  it.” 

Well,  almost  the  same  way....  ■

Kappa  Alpha  Theta  was  founded  to  further 
academic  endeavors  and  opportunities  for 
women.  In  1870,  a  college  education  was  a 
privilege  fought  for  and  not  taken  lightly. 
Today,  many  of  our  college  chapters  recog¬ 
nize  that  a  college  education  is  still  an 
opportunity  that  cannot  be  wasted,  and  they 
have  committed  themselves  to  excellence. 

Theta’s  commitment  to  academics  and  to 
providing  support  and  scholastic  leadership 
for  her  members  has  remained  constant.  The 
academic  policy  of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta 
states  that  each  chapter  will  maintain  an 


average  above  the  All-Sorority  Average 
(ASA)  on  its  campus.  Since  65  percent  of 
our  chapters  are  above  the  ASA,  35  per¬ 
cent  of  our  chapters  are  not  meeting  the 
academic  policy.  As  a  result.  Grand 
Council  has  established  a  strategic  plan 
with  the  objective  that  all  college  chapters 
will  exceed  the  ASA  by  the  end  of  the 
1999-2000  academic  year.  With  this  plan, 
and  with  a  lot  of  dedication  and  hard 
work,  the  intellectual  aim  of  the 
Fraternity — highest  scholarship — will  be 
maintained.
